A number of arrests have been made ot per- 
sons who are suspected of being connected 
with the movement. 

THE PLOTTERS IN PARIS. 

Paris, June 12.—Gen, Silicieristoff, a specal 
agent ofthe Russian police, has arrived in 
Paris for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion concerning the Nibilists recently arrested 
there and if possibie identifying them. In 
an interview to-day, he expressed himself as 
confident that the prisoners were conneoted 
with the mostextensive and dangerous con- 
spiracy against the life of the Czar and the 
institations of the Russian Government that 
the Nihitiste had yet organized. Indeed, he 
bad positive information that the French 
contingent of Nihilists were in collusion with 
those in Russia and Switzerland to murder 
the Czar and precipitate stimultaneous out- 
breaks in different political centers. The ar- 
rest of the Paris Nihilists and the vigilance of 
the Russian police had furstrated the plans 
of the plotters but they were still active and 
alarge number of arrests, for which pre- 
parations are now being made, would be 
necessary to their complete suppression, It 
is understood that Gen. Silicieristoff will 
make formal application for the names of the 
Russians correspondents of the Paris pris- 
oners. 


Caucus of English Conservatives, 


Lonpon, June 12.—The caucus of the Con- 
servative party called to consider the present 
status of matters now before Parilament was 
held at the Cariton Club to-day. Lord Salis- 
bury, the Prime Minister, announced shes the | 
Government would sot abandon the tithes 
bill, the licensing bill or thé Irish land par- 
chase bill. In order to cope with the business, 
which is now blocking the proceedings of 
Parllament, bills which reach an advanced 
stage during one session would be resumed at 
the next session at the stage at which they 
had been left at the preceding session, sub- 
ject to the resolution of the House. 

Rt. Hon. James Lowther, Mr. Robert Will- 
jam Hanbury and others condemned such a 
course of proceedure. They declared that it 
would initiate a bad system in legislation. 
The matter was discussed for half an hour 
when the caucus separated without adopting 
any formal resolution on the subject. 


The Striking Weavers of Bennische, 


VIENNA,June 12.—The weavers now on strike 
at Bennische, Austrian Silesia, continue their 
excesses which are increasing in violence, 
They have repeatedly attacked the factories 
and shops, destroying: all the machinery in 
the one and plundering the stocks of the other. 
Many buildings have been wrecked and others 
have been destroyed by fire. The police have 
been powerless to prevent the disorder and 
destruction of property although they have 
succeeded in making an aggregate of 130 ar- 
rests. In many of the encounters between 
the mob and the police the later have been 
pelted with stones and other missiles, and in 
some cases driven from the field of battie. It 
is now probable thot the owners wili concede 
the demands of the men ip order to save their 
remaining property from destruction, 


Address te Cardinal Manning.

It can be stated, with the provision that 
the Mayor does not undergo a change of 
mind on the subject, that the name of John C.

This is the 
Opinion freely expreseed at the City Halli to- 
day and the Mayor’s friends think 
the same way. Mr. Lobrum, Christ Von 
der Ahe and other immediate friends of his 
Honor were summoned to the Executive De- 
partment of the Oity Hall this morning, and 
the Street Commissionership was the subject 
of the consultation. Mr. Lohrum, it is 
claimed, was offered the appointment, and 
the samereports say that hesaid he would 
accept it and stand his chances for 
confirmation. Mr. Lohrum said this morn- 
ing that he would lice to see Southard ap- 
pointed, but the Mayor bas positively said 
that he will not select any civil engineer, and 
for this reason the Carondelet candidate’s 
friends have yielded up the fight. 

Mr. Lohrum isa contractor and resides in 
the Eleventh Ward. He is one of the Mayor's 
most intimate political and personal friends, 
and the politicianssay that if he does get the 
office thé Mayor’s friends will be remembered 
in the distribution of the many positions the 
head of that department has at his disposal. 


MAYOR NOONAN 
said when questioned that there were three 
gentiemen all qualified for the position and 
all personal friends, in whom he could repose 
évery confidence, undér considération and 
that the names of one ot them would 80 to 
the Council to-morrow night. ‘‘Each one of 
these gentlemen, he said, ‘‘derives a 
larger income from his business than 
the salary of the office, andthe one that gets 
itand decides to accept will have to make a 
sacrifice.

-Keogh are on their way to the same spot, due 
to arrive Friday. There are 900 Cheyennes ap 
the reservation and about two thousand 
Crows on the adjoining reservation but the 
latter are peaceable. The settlers have 
strongly objected to the Cheyenne reservation 
and there have been frequent taunts made 
that the Indians would soon be cleaned off.

Fletcher, aa the Indian represen 
tive, agreed to. Chief Johbnnycake of the 
tribe will aride a fee of about $40,000 over 
the success of himself and Gov. Fletcher. 
Another decision of Seoretary Noble ob- 
tained for the same Indians this morning was 
one construing the treaty of 1866 with the 
Cherokees to place all of the Cherokees by 
birth and adoption on the same footing as to 
rights. The Cherokee Council passed a law 
dividing the $800,000 in grass money obtained 
from the cattlemen every year among blood 
Oherokees’’ only. The decision of the Sevre- 
tary will enable all adopted Cherokees, includ- 
ing the 700 Delawares, to come in for a share 
of the $300,000. 


Troubles of Census Enumerators. 


WasuinctTor, D. C., June 18. - Mr. Porter, 
the Superintendent ot the Census, has been 
informed by Mr. Ashley, the Oensus Super- 
visor ofthe Fifth District of Pennsylvania, 


that his enumerators have notified him that 
Hungarians, Poles and many Italians 
in Lackawanaa, Luzerne and Car- 
bon Counties have refused to give any 
census information even to interpreters.

And 
if any skeptic should ask, ‘but can delicate 
woman endure the hardship of a college 
course of study?’’ it is a woman who ingeni- 
ously turns the flank of the questioner with a 
covert sarcasm at herown sex: ‘I would like 
you to take thirteen bundred young men, and 
lace them up, and hang ten to twenty pounds 
of clothes upon their waists,perch them upon 
| three-inch heels, cover their heads with rip- 
pies, chignons, rats and mice, and stick ten 
thousand bair-pins into theirscaips. If they 
can stand all this they will etand 
1 A LITTLE LATIN AND GREEK.’ ’’ 

Mr. Curtis madea number of references to 
the career of Matthew Vassar and to his re- 
mark, ‘‘It occurred to me that woman having 
received from her Creator the same intellect- 
wal constitution as man, has the same right as 
man to intellectual culture and develop- 
ment.

In these words 
Margaret Fuller said nothing which Matthew 
Vasear did not say.

Probably he bad never heard her 
name and she was dead long before his name 
wasknown, Butwhen the word andact of 
such a man unconsciously confirm the 
thought ofsucha woman, it is because the 
common sense of man apprehends the deep- 
est and most essential feeling of woman. Her 
feeling is not that ofa goddess nor ofa houri, 
Whatever their feelings may be, but that of a 
human being. In a few simple words the 
whole woman question was solved by the 
clear-minded man and the thoughtful 
woman,

less spiritual courage, she seems to me still 
the figure of womanin the nineteenth cen- 
tury, which was the title of her best known 
paper. 

Daughters of Vasser, such is the woman, I 
doubt not, whom Matthew Vassar vaguely 
foresaw when his generous heart inspired 
him to his noble task. it is the woman that as 
a lofty ideal presides over the studious hours 
and quiet meditations of these halls. It is the 
woman ofthe nineteenth centu whom the 
other centuries foretold. The oid times, in- 
deed, re good, but the new times are bet- 
ter. We have left woman as a slave with 
Homer and Pericies. We have left her as a 
foolish goddess with Chivalry and Don 
Quixote. We have left her as a toy with 
Chesterfield and the club; and in the enlight- 
ened American daughter, wife and mother, in 
the free American home, we find the fairest 
flower and the highest promise of American 
civilization.’’

DEMURBRER TO THE PETITION TO DEPRIVE 
um or i SUSTAINED. 


Judge Thayer Hands Down an Interesting 
Opinion and Discusses the Right of Fed- 
eral Courts to Review the Judgments 
of State Courts—Mr, Keynelds Will 


Judge Thayer handed down his opinion on 
the demurrer in the case of the United States 
against Frederick W. Norsch this morning and 
sustained the demurrer, though he did not 
sustain some of the arguments made by the 
defense, particularly the one denying the 
jurisdiction of his court. The sult was one 
brought by Attorney-General Miller and Dis- 
trict Attorney Reynolds to annul the decree of 
naturalization granted by the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction to Prof. Norsoh, and the peti- 
tion averred that Norsch was not: entitied to 
naturalization and that the decree was ob- 
tained by fraud. The demufrer was filed and 
argued some days ago, and to-day Judge 
Thayer sustained it, and in it he said: 

THE OPINION. . 


The right of the United States to give for 


the cancellation of a certificate of a decree of 
naturalization that has been obtained by 
fraud, is probably co-extensive with the right 
now accorded the United States to sue for the 
cancellation of patents that have been fraudu- 
lently prooured.’’ 

As no controversy has arisen at this point, 
Isball assume that the Attorney General had 
the right to file the present bill, even in the 


absence of any express legislative enactment 
authorizing such a proceeding. 

It is contended, however, that the Federal 
Courts have no powerto nullify decrees of 
naturalization granted by State Oourts, al- 
though they were obtained by fraud, and as 
this contention presents a question that is 
fundamental in ailsuits of this character, it 
will be first considered. 

Ido not understand the claim to be that a 
decree of naturalization stands upon any dif- 
ferent footing than judgments and decrees 
rendered in other judicial proceedings. It 
seems to be conceded at all events 
1 entertain no doubt) that fraud 
when practiced upon a court in the trial of an 
— — for naturalization, will vitiate an 
order admitting the applicant to citizenship, 
and that any court, before whom such pro- 
ceedings take place, may on the ground of 
fraud, mistake or irreguiarity, vacate its own 
orders or decrees in that behalf made, pro- 
vided such a court is one having 

AN INHERENT POWRBR 
o correct or annul ite judgments or decrees 

y petition, bill of review or other similar and 
equivalent metkods of procedure. 

»The question chiefly involved concerns 
the right ofthe Federal Courts to annul! the 
judgments of State Courts, or at amounts 
to the same thing, to enjoin a p n from ex- 
ercising a right secured to him by a final judg- 
ment, order or degree of a State court made 
in a case over which it has jurisdiction. 

‘*Fortunately there are what seems to me to 
be . adjudications inthis question. 
In the case of Gaines vs Fuentis, 92 U. S. 10, 
it was hold that tne United States Circuit 
Court had jurisdiction of an original bill to 
annul a will as a muniment of a 
title, and to restrain the enforcement 
of a decree of a State court whereby 
the will nad been established, upon the 
ground that such decree was obtained by false 
and insufficient testimony. This decision 
proceeded upon the ground that as the suit 
was essentially a proceeding in equity to im- 
peach a decree on the ground of fraud, and as 
the courts of the State could entertain such a 
bill, similar authority was vested lu the Fed- 
eral Courts, although the decree to be affected 
by the proceeding was a decree of a State 


Court. 
THE POWER DEFINED. 

In the subsequent case of Borrow vs. 
Hunton, 99 U. 8. 82, it was also held that an 
Original bill in equity brought to set aside a 
decree on the ground of fraud, may be main- 
tained in the courts of the United States, 
though the judgment assailed is that of a 
State tribunal. It was further held, however, 
in that case, thatan attack upon on ment 
of a State court cannot be enterta — dy a 
Federal court, where the proceeding is 
merely tantamount to a judgment aside for 
irregularity, or to a writ of error, or to a 
petition or bill of review. 

**Proceedings ofthe latter character, as a 
matter of course, are only maintainable in the 
court where the record remains. 

Proceedings to nullify judgments of State 
Courts, or to énjoin parties from asserting 
any rights thereunder, have also been enter 
tained by severai Circuit Courts of the United 
States. * * 

In view of these authorities I conclude 


that it was no objection to our original bill 


filed in a Federal Court to enjoin a party from 
asserting rights under a judgment or decree, 
on the ground of fraud practiced in procuring 
it, that the judgment or decree in question 
was rendered by a State court. It 
follows, of course, that it is no objec- 
tion to this proceeding that the order of 
naturalization was entered in the St. Louis 
Court of Criminal Correction, instead of a 
court of the United States, On the contrary 
the fact that that court has 
NO EQUITY JURISDICTION, 

no power to entertain a bill of review, and 
probabiy no power toset aside an ofder of 
naturalization on motion, rather strengthens 
the right of Government to sue in this court, 
if in point of fact the fraud complained of is 
of that character that will ordinorily suffice to 
invalidate a judgment.’’ 

Judge 2 then discusses the matter set 
forth in the bill and concludes as follows: 

The present bill neither shows that the 
decree sought to be avoided was * Sap by 
faise testimony given on behalt of the appli- 
cant on the hearing of the application for 
naturalization,gnor by means of any other 
fraudulent device. It shows, indeed, that the 
decree was and is erroneous and that it was 
likewise — agg oh in that there was no such 
judicial inquiry into the case as the act of 
Congress contemplates shall be had in such 
case, but there are defects in the decree 
which can neither be remedied by a bill of this 
charactet, nor by this court. 

„The demurrer is accordingly sustained.’’ 

Mr. Reynolds, in speaking of the decision, 
said that the objections the Court had to the 
petition were all remedtable and an amended 
petition conforming to the opinion of the 
— as expressed inthis decision would be 
filed. i

LAST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS OF THE TRAIN 
DISPATCHERS CONVENTION, 


The Report of the Committee on Train 
Rules Disposed Of and Several Papers 
Read — Officers to Be Elected This 
Evening—Features of the Closing Work 
of the Convention. 


At the session of the convention of the 
Train Dispatchers’ Association of America 
this morning the first business transacted was 
the discussion of the report ofthe Committee 
or Train Rules, which was not finished when 
the convention adjourned at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon.

Societies are in existence in all 
sorts of foreign countries and the literature of 
the — has been translated into all sorts 
of impossible languages. 

The first constitution was printed upon a 
hectographb pad, Dr. Clark not thinking it 
worth while to waste printers’ ink upon it;

have been kept busy, striking off at least a 
million copies in a score of languages. 

A stsiking feature which it takes most 
people a good while to comprehend isthe 
entire padenqatense of the individual socie- 
ties.

If a 
society does not like the con- 
stitution furn ished it can furnish its own; one 
or two fundamental ideus give ita right to the 
name Christian Endeavor, and if the societies 
deem bestevery constitution may differ from 
every other. The annual conventions are for 
teliowship and ipspiration, not for legisia- 
tion.

PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICES.

that. just 60 far as I know bo, throughout my whole 
iife. I will endeavor te lead a Christian life. 
an active member, I promise to be true toall 
my duties, to be present at, ana totake some part, 
aside from singing. in every Christian Kndeavor 
prayer-meeting, unless hindered by some reason 
which Jean conscientiously give to my Lord and 
Master, If obliged to be absent from the montniy 
consecration meeting of the society I will, if possible, 
gend at least a verse of 1 tobe read in re- 
sponse to my name at the roll-call., 

This prayer-meeting pledge is really the 
distinctive feature of the society. It may 
branch off into many other departments of 
work, adapting itself to the local needs of 
each church, but the rules concerning the 
prayer meeting are imperative. It has social 
and literary features, but it is essentially a 
religious society. Once each month a con- 
secration meeting is held, when special pains 
are taken to ascertain the spiritual standing 
ofeach member.

In such a union all evangelical 
Christians can unite without repudiating or 
being disloyal to any denomination, custom 
or tenet. In some quarters, probably through 
a misunderstanding of what the Christian 
Endeavor Society really is, a vigorous effort 
has been made to crowd out Christian En- 
deavor Societies and crowd strictly 
donominational societies, not because 
the society was not doing an admittedly good 
work, but because it did not — exclu- 
sively to a single denomination. n other 
quarters societies have adopted every distin- 
guishing feature of the Onristian Endeavor 
society and have called it by some other name 
and have refused all fellowship with and ac- 
knowledgement of the Christian Endeavor 
movement. 

There are besides active and associate mem- 
bers, aMfiliated or honorary members. These 
are persons who, though no longer young, 
are still interested in the society and wish to 
have some connection with it, though they 
cannot regularly attend the meetings. It is 
understood thatthe society may look to th 
affiliated members for financial and wora 
support in all worthy efforts. 

Junior societies are being formed in large 
numbers, and with excellent results, for the 
training of the boys and girls under 16 years 
ofage. These societies are officered by their 
Laufs members, and many churches in St. 

uls have societies of considerable propor- 
tions. Itignotknown who started the first 
junior society, and here again is exemplified 
the spentancous clement of the movement.

The Last Heners Paid to an Old and Pep- 
ular Oitisen. 

One of the most largely attended funerals 
that has taken place fora long time was that 
of Mr. Charles Bienenstok, the well-known 
wool merchant, and member of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, whose obsequies wore 


celebrated at 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 
A joint meeting of the 6t. Louis Wool and Fur 
Association and the Commission merchants 
was held on Monday afternoon at the 
Cotton Exchange, over which Albert 
Schott presided. A Committee on Resolutions 
consisting of August Taussig, J. J. Funsten, 
Wm. M. Price, Eugene Denzeloji, Isador 
Lieder, R. 8. Young, and Moses Summertield, 
was appointed, and yesterday the following 
resolutions were submitted and unanimously 
adopted.

ICE BECOMING VERY SCARCE AND THE 
HOT SFASON AT HAND. 


Dealers Promise a Raise.in Price to $1 Per 
Hundred Pounds—Chicage Ieemen Buy 
ing Up the Supply Intended for St. 
Louls Markets—The Present Product 
Hauled From 700 to 1,000 Miles, 


Before many days have passed ice will be 
selling in St. Louis for lcent a pound or 51 
per 100 pounds. The price to-day is 60 cents 
per 100 pounds and the dealers claim they can 
make no money selling to the small consumer 
at that price. Last year ice was sold in this 
city at $2.50 a ton and as a result there are not 
as many ice men in the business this year. 
During the winter of 1888-889 ice was taken 
from the lakes and rivers near St. Louis in 
large quantities by a host of men who saw big 
money inthe business. The summer of 1889 
was quite mild, the demand for ice was con- 
sequently light, and towards the end of the 
hot season the dealers were almost giving 
ice away to clear themselves. Last 
winter no ice was cut near St; Louis 
and all the ice now consumed in this ot 
comes from the North. The demand is greater 
than the snpply at present and the warm peri- 


od has hardly begun. 

An ice dealer reviewing the situation this 
morning said: 

„nn bet ice will be selling for $1 per 100 in 
July and the people will be glad to pay that 
for it. It le selling now for 60 cents or $12 a 
ton. There ie no ice in this country to speas 
of. Last winter no ice was cut south of iowa 
and very little was cut in the North. I mean 
very little when the whole country depends 
on the North for ice this year. What 
they are doing for ice in the East 
leannot imagine. That section ofthe United 
States always depended on the North and 
West to supply the demand, and yet there ia 
hardly enough ice in the North to supply the 
Western consumers. ice is selling higher in 
Chicago to-day than it is in 5s, uis, 
though it is several hundred miles 
nearer the ice-houses in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and lowa. I received a letter from an 
ice dealer here yesterday, in which he says 
he is shipping ten cars of ice to Cincinnati 
every day for Ga ton ‘car weight,’ which is 
equal to 7 or $a ton, and it is being sold in 
Cincinnatifor 75 cents per hundred pounds 
with prospects of 4 rise to l per 
hundred by July 1. The people of this Gity 
will pay the same before the summer is over, 
as not one-third the ice we generally have on 
hand can be found, and this is going to be a 
much warmer summer than last, with a cor- 
responding consumption of ice. 

Mr. Luther Loomis of the Huse-Loomis Ice 
Co. also said the price of ice was going to $1 
per hundred very soon. 

„Why not?’’ he asked. ders is no ice to 
De had for small money, and very little for 
big money. The people of this 
city have paid 1 cent a pound for ice 
many times before this year, but they 
have been getting it so cheap for the past few 
years they willfind it hardto pay the price. 
If any one thinks the price asked now and to 
be asked next month is not gmat, I will seli 
them ice inour ice houses on the lakes of 
Wisconsin and north of St. Paul for $2.50 
a ton and allow them the use of 
house to keep R. Or I will sell anyone carloads 
of ice in East St. Louis for $5 a carioad, car 
weight. Any wholesale dealer will do this, 
and if anyone thinks they can get ice cheaper 
in that way they have the privilege of 
trying. The wastage on ice traveling in 
a closed car through a hot country, a 
distance of 700 to 1,000 miles, is something ter- 
rific. There is no dust on several railroad 
tracks between here and St. Paul, I am ¢cer- 
tain, from the appearanes of whole train loads 
of tee when it gets here. Out of twenty tons 
put in the car we about 
fifteen, and when thas 
sold in small chunks it 
twelve tons, and the price set on these twelve 
tons muss pay for cutting, storing, handling, 
freight charges and wastage, besides return- 
ing the money Invested and making a profit 
for the handlers. We gave ice away last sum

The real work was 
done in the caucuses in the hotel rooms. 

Atter the adjournment of the convention at 
noon yesterday the principal topic of discus- 
sion among the St. nisans was the row in 
the Kighth Congressional District. Hugh 
Brady and twelve other delegates, so Brady 
claimed, did not arrive in St. Joseph until 10 
o lock, that being the time the Missouri Fa- 
cific train reaches here. The delegates from 
the Eighth District who came in last night 
and also those who came over the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy which arrived at 7:39 met 
about 9 o’clock in the rooms of the Jefferson 
Ciub and proceeded to form an organization. 
The officers are John A. Sloan, chairman

THE RATE TROUBLE. 


A Meeting of the Eastern Lines Held To-Day 
te Secure Harmeny and Peace. 


A meeting of the representatives of the lines 
running between St. Louis and the East was 
held to-day in the gentlemen’s parior of the 
Southern Hotel, to fix up the present pas- 
senger rate trouble. When the lines running 
West raised rates on the 10th inst. 


to the old tariff it was understood that the 
Eastern lines would also restore rates. They 
bad made a cut by agreement of $1.50 to New 


York and the seaboard, and had also 
cut the rate from St. Louis 
to Cincinnati from $10 to $8.50. This 


was done to make the rate from Missouri 
River points tothe Eastascheap by way of 
St. Louis as it was by Chicago to prevent all 
Kastern travel from going by way of the lat 
ter city. When rates were restored Monday, 
however, the Ohio & Mississippi Koad notified 
the other lines that they intended to continue 
to sell Cincinnati and the East at the reduced 
rate. The meeting to-day was called for the 
— ot fixing up the trouble and 

aving rates restored. The Ohio & Missis- 
sippi, Vandalia, Big Four and Wabash Roads 
had their General Managers and General 
Passenger Agents present to discuss the mat- 
ter. At 10 a.m. they went into executive 
session, and at3 p. m. they were still in ses- 
sion, and had not succeeded in arriving at any 
agreement, the O. & M. being obstinate in its 
determination to hold out. There had been 
no adjournment for dinner, and the delegates 
were growing very tired of being confined in 
a close room without food. 


A FALSE CLAIM, 


Grand Army Aid Sought by the Alleged 
Daughter of Gen. Lyon. 


A morning paper to-day contained a ‘‘spe- 
ciai’’ telegram from Denver, Colo., stating 
that a long lost daughter of Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon, who fell at the head of his troops at the 
battle of Wilson Creek in 1861, had been dis- 
covered in Colorado. According to the story 
told, Mrs. John Dell has been applying to the 
Grand Army posts for relief, stating that she 


was a daughter of Gen. Lyon, and that she 
was in great distress, having been obliged to 
take the position of cook ata mining camp 
near Rocky Mountain Lake. Her husband 
is too ill to work, and the care of the family 
has devolved upon her. Mrs. Dell states that 
after Gen. Lyon’s death her mother died of 
lliness contracted while nursing wounded 
soldiers, and that she was afterwards adopted 
by Henry Potts of New York. 

Grand Army veterans of this city entirely 
discredit the story. No man was better 
known in this oity than Gen. Lyon, and all 
who were acquainted with him were aware of 
the fact that he died a bachelor. Before the 
outbreak of the rebellion he mixed freely in 
society, and at the time of his death was 
ee sumposed to be engaged to a St. 
Louis belle. The general opinion in this city 
is/that Mrs. Dell ie an impostor.

to be eminently satisfactory.“

THEY CAN'T RUN CARS| 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE CITIZENS’ 
MEETING AT COLUMBUS. 


They Urge the Company toe Arbitrate the 
Questions at Issue—No Attempt Made to 
Operate the Lines To- Day—A Riot Feared 
by the People of the City—Labor News. 


CoLumBtes, O., June 12.—No attempts have 
been made to run cars by the Consolidated 
Street Car Co. thus far to-day. Mayor Bruck 
last night appointed aspecial committee of 
fifty,composed of the most influential citizens, 
to meet at 10 o’clock this morning and 
consider the best plan of settling the strike. 
Atter a discussion lasting two hours and a half 
the following resoiution was adopted: 


Resolved, That while we recognize the right 
of the Consolidated Street Rallway Co. to 
manage its business in its own way in 3 
ance with its charter, we advise and request, 
in view of the condition of affairs, that the 
company waive the right to the extent of sub- 
mitting the difference between it and its 
1 employes to a Compromise Com- 
mittee. 


The Mayor appointed a committee to deliver 
this resolution to the company at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Owingto the refusal of the 
company to consider auy proposition yet 
made, and the firm stand they nave taken, it 
is generally believed that the resolution 
adopted by the Citizens’ Committee will have 
no bearing whatever on the question of set- 
tlement. 

It has been fully demonstrated that it is im- 
possible to run the ears under police protec- 
tion. To do so would necessitate the calling 
out of the militia and a terrible riot. News- 
paper men were exciuded from the meeting 
this morning. but it is stated that the question 
ofthe city taking hold of the Consolidated 


company and running their lines with the old 
men, in case the company refuse to arbitrate, 
was favorably considered. 


Iron and Steel Workers, 


PITTSBURG, Fa., June 12—The oonsidera- 
tion of the wage scale for the ensuing year 
was continued to-day by the Amaigamated 
Association ofIron and Steel Workers. The 
guide mill scale is now being discussed and 
as it is of considerable length and a more 
complicated scale than almost any other it is 
not likely to be disposed of until to-morrow. 
The present base of the price on a2 cent card 
is, straight $2.90 per ton. It Is ald this price 
will be reaffirmed, but there will be a large 
number of changes in the remainder of the 
scale. This scale provides for the wages to 
be paid for rolling nut iron channel,irou, 1“ 
iron, angles, clip of wagon strap and hame 
iron. The roughers aud catchers are using 


this and other scales to test their strength in 
the convention, with a view to preparing 
for their contest for an advance for them- 
selves. 

President Weighe has been given the power 
to appoint two delegates from Sach depart- 
ment ofthe fron mills West who shail meet 
during the year with the President for the 
purpose of endeavoring to base the iron scale 
on some other one or more products than bar 
iron. It bas become chronic among iron 
workers to complain of not getting their fair 
share of profits accruing. from an improved 
trade; that while nearly every other iron 
product in the iron schedule has advanced, 
bar iron, on which the Amalgamated Asso la- 
tion scales are based, stands still, hence the 
appointing of the committee referred to. 
Thé importance of such a committee can 
readily be seen, as it may have the effect of 
changing the entire scale next- year.

CAUGHT IN A TRAP, 


Predicament of a Gang ef Chinamen Who 
Want to Get Into the United States. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 12.—Collector 
Pheips yesterday explained what was being 
done to prevent Chinese from entering the 
United States across the Mexican border. 
Special Agent Irvine and another officer were 
appointed to go with the Chinese who arrived 
at this port in transit to Guaymas. They dis- 
guised themselves as miners and sailed April 
2 on the steamer Newbein for Guaymas in 
company with sixty Chinese. The officers 
mingled with the Chinese and studied their 
features until they could swear to each man’s 


identity. Twenty Chinese who bought 
tickets to Guaymas left the steamer at 
Ensenada. Telegraphing to the Collector 
at San Diego to look out for these 
twenty, the officers continued on with 
the rest. Arriving at Guaymas, the Chinese 
left on the railroad in the direction of 
Nogales, acccmpanied by the officers, but 
when within sixty miles of Nogaies and close 
to the border ofthe United States, the Chi- 
nese ieft the train and went into camp. Two 
officers went on to Nogales and made prep- 
arations forthe capture of the Chinese the 
moment they crossed the border. 

But the Mongolians did not cross and some 
time after were joined by more, making a 
total of 180incamp. Twoweeks ago a Chi- 
nege letter was captured, which, on being in- 
terpreted, showed that the Chinege had been 
informed of the preparations for their cap- 
ture. This explained their long delay in at- 
tempting to cross the border. The Chinese in 
camp nearthe border are la an unpleasant 
predicament. If they cross they will be cap- 
tured. They cannot go south or east because 
of Apaches, and onthe west and northwest 
lies the greatdesert. Their countrymen at 
Guyamas are bostileto them and what will 
become of them Collector Phelps cannot say.

THE PROPOSED REPUBLIC, 


Previsional Constitution Drafted by the 
Lower Califernia Filibusters. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., June 12.—A Chronicle 
special from San Diego says that United 
States Marshal George E. Gard arrived from 
Ensenada, Lower California, yesterday, 
where he had been making an investigation 
of the flibustering movement which was re- 
cently exposea. During his investigation a 
copy ofthe provisional constitution of the 
new republic which the filibusters expected 


to form was secured and this dooument has 
been forwarded to Washington. The consti- 
tution asserts political freedom from the 
United States of Mexicoand declares that the 
people hereby dclegate their authority to a 
council of administration for the  pur- 
pose of a war of independence and 
that the authority of the said council 
should be complete until peace should be de- 
clared, when a constitutional eonvention of 
the people shall be called. All legislative, 
judicial and executive functions are vested in 
the said council, and until the declaration of 
peace martial law should prevail on the pe- 
ninsula. The writ of habe@s corpus is de- 
clared suspended during the war of inde. 
pendence. The l’resiient was to preside at all 
meetings of the council and have the casting 
vote The constitution also prescribed the 
duties ofthe Commanding -General, Secretary- 
General, Treasurer-General, Surveyor-Gener- 
al and other officers composing the council of 
administration. 


Petition of American Colonists. 


Saw Digzco, Cal., June 12.—Advices from 
Lower California state that the American col- 
onists on the Mexican Land Co.’s grant have 
petitioned the Mexican Government to have 


the said grant set aside on account of the al- 
leged oppressive actions of the company. The 
manager ot the company, H. M. Lear, has left 
for England.

CHINESE IN ARIZONA. 


EXTENSIVE SMUGGLING OF IMMIGRANTS 
* FROM MFXICO.- 


Difficulties of Guarding a Long Frontier, 
and How Immigration Laws Are Evaded 
—A Mongolian Flood Pouring Over the 
Mexican Boundary—Oppesition to Ad- 
mission asa State in Arizena.

sire that it should be. A great many of our 
citizens are old Nevada men, and there 
they got quite enough of statehood. 
THAT ARIZONA WILL BE 

a State, anda prosperous one betore many 
years is unquestionable, but we are not quite 
ready for it yet, and the majority of substan- 
tial citizens do not want to be admitted. 
There is a good deal of the mining camp 
about Arizona, and while the permanent pop- 
ulation is steadily and rapidly increas- 
ing the floating population may 
at any time be very largely 


diminished. The result would be that the ex- 
penses of a State government would fall with 
crushing effect upon a population neither 
large enough nor rich enough to bear the 
cost. The trouble that has been met with in 
Nevada ought to be enough to warn other 
territories against rushing prematurely into 
statehood. There was a r in 
that State when it was admitted, but the de- 
cline of the nining Industry caused a majority 
of the citizens to leave, and since then the ad- 
vancement of the State has been most sert- 
ously hampered dy the fact of its ad- 
mission, Settlers do not want to emigrate 
toa State where taxes are necessarily 80 
high, public works cannot be carried on in 
any udequate manner, and a hasty admission 
as a State has proved nearly ruinous. 

80 SERIOUS WERE THE DISADVANTAGES 
that a conyention was held for the purpose of 
endeavoring to devise some plan by which 
Nevada could be allowed to revert to the ter- 
ritorial condition, and this idea was only 
abandoned when it was found to be impossi- 
ble to carry it out. We of Arizona do not 
wish to placed in any such position. Just 
now we are starting great irrigation schemes 
that will bring bundreds of thousands of 
acres formerly regarded as desert under 
cultivation, and when this is done 
We can prudently apply for admission. But 
under present conditions the Government is 
giving us aid that never would be granted to 
a State, and therefore only a few ambitions 
politicians are pressing the project of admis- 
sion with any earnestness. If it were left to a 
vote ofthe white citizens of the Territory, 
they would pronounce against admission by a 
large majority. 

SMUGGLING IN CHINAMEN. 

**The customs officers on the Mexican fron- 
tler, especially those on the northwestern 
Loundary of Sonora, Mr. Zeigier went on to 
say, are kept very busy in en- 
deavoring to keep Chinamen out 
of the country, and their efforts 
have not been crowned with the success that 
the energy displayed has deserved. The sea- 
ports have been pretty effectually closed 
against illegal immigration, and now the 
agents of the Chinese six Companies are 
work ing the Mexicanfrontier for all that it is 
worth. One favorite pian is to land the 
immigrants ata Mexican port, charter two or 
three small sailing vessels and run up the 
Guit of California. The immigrants are land- 
ed somewhere in Nortbern Arizona, marched 
to a point near the border and when the Mex- 
ican scouts employed report the coast clear 
they are hurried into this country in some un- 
settied locality. American agents then take 
the Cbinamen in charge, aud run them off 
into the interior, where they are safe. The 
customs oficersdo their best to keep them 
out, and a number of large bands have been 
stopped, but this does littie good, as they have 
no power to arrest any intruders, but can 
simply run them back across the line, where 
they remain until they get a chance to slip 
across. Noone knows how muny Chinamen 
have gotten across this year, but the lowest 
estimate now is above ten thousand for Ar- 
zona alone. T'o stop them ona border s0 ex- 
tensive as ours is a practical impossibility, 
and the only way in which the Mongolian in- 
vasion can be stopped with any degree of cer- 
tainty is by arranging a treaty with Mexico, 
This could be easily arranged by some slight 
tariff concessions, and when 1 left Tucson a 
petition to this eifect was being prepared for 
presentation to Congress, as practically un- 
limited Chinese immigration means de- 
struction to our Territory.’’

NERVE TRAINING. 


How It Affected Two Young Lady Pupils of 
Lazelle Seminary. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

AUBURNDALE, Mass., June 12.—Hypnotism 
evidently has no terrors for Lazelle Seminary 
girls, for to-day they subjected their nerves to 
the same training which is said to have broken 
don the health of twoof their companions, 
and that in spite ofthe grave allegation made 
by the doctor who created such a furor by 
causing the publication of the story which ap- 
peared in a morning paper. 

There are more than a hundred bright, 
healthy-looking young ladies at Lazelle Sem- 
inary. and all of them are devoted tothe 
nerve-training, ‘which is just now being ex- 


tensively advertised. One bright young miss 
turned up her pretty nose when asked if she 
was not afraid to continue the exercises, and 
answered the reporter’s question with: 
Would you abolish gymnasiums just because 
one or two persons sprained an ankle?“ 

The reporter suggested that the cases might 
not be parallel, but his ignorance was re- 
ceived with a scornful curving of the lips. 

„Those were only exceptional cases,’’ 
chimed in another young lady. ‘‘It’s done 
me lots of good, and I know others who bave 
been benefited by taking the exercises. It’s 
a shame to say that they were the only cause 
of the sickness of those two girls. There 
must have been some other.’’ 

These misses scemed to express the senti- 
ment of the entire school. Allof the puplis 
are taking the nerye training exercises, and 
with the exception of the two cases men- 
tioned, there has been no evidence of any but 
the most beneficial results. 

The investigation made to-day discloses 
some interesting facts concerning thie much 
talked of nerve training. Two young ladies 
in a class of about 110 broke down and were 
forced to leave school. Their nervous sys- 
tems were completely wrecked, and their 
doctors declare thatthe nerve training was 
the cause of the trouble. Those giris are 
neighbors in the adjoining city of Newton.

Shewas of 
avery slight build, and was so nervous that 
she seemed continually to beon the verge of 
hysterics. After taking a few lessons she 
complained that the exercises made her tired. 
Then she was removed from the ciass by Miss 
Call, the inspector, but the damage was 
already done, and at Christmas she went 
home to atay, so did her friend and neighbor. 
Both were confined to bed with genuine 
symptoms of hysteria, and there is no doubt 
that their nervous systems were in sad need 
ofrepairs.

Later, however, he 
gave his name and said he was 4 years old 
and claimed Germany as his place of birth. 
He insisted that he had no occupation, but 
his rambling talk about milking and churning 
led the officers to believe that he had at some 
time been employed aboutadairy. It was at 
first supposed that he had escaped from the 
Insane Asylum, a ‘‘trusty’’ answering his 
description having disappeared from that in- 
stitution a couple of weeks ago. An officer 
was sent tothe asylum this morning, how- 
ever, and learned that the prisoner had 
never deen confined at that piace. 
There was nothing found on the man’s person 
which would in any way disclose his identity 
or the address of relatives or friends. Then, 
too, there hag been no report of a stolen rig 
received at any of the police stations, and the 
authorities are at a loss to know what charge 
to prefer against him.

AN EVENTFUL CAREER. 


Death of a Man Whe Gained Fortune in 
South America, 


Fy Telegravh to the POST-DISPaTou. 
SOMERVILLE, Mass., June 11.—W. and A. J. 
Penny of this city have received news of the 


death oftheir rich uncle, Andrew Penny, in 
South America. His career was most event- 
Ful and at the close of his life he was 80 
wealthy that he was called the ‘‘silver king.’ 
He was born in Scotland on May 16, 1832. 

Early in lite he evinced a desire to go to sea. 
He made two voyages to Greenland and then 
shipped at Sunderiand in a vessel bound for 
South America. When the sbip arrived at 
Cobija, a port in Bolivia, Penny became pos- 
sessed of a desire to explore that State. He 
left the ship and made his way into the 
interior. For atime he experienced great 
hardships, but although he was then only 20 
years of age he held bravely on. It is believed 
that his first situation was obtained at Potosi. 
By and by he came to learn of the hidden 
wealth of the silver mines of Bolivia, and 
having gathered together some capital he in- 
vested it, along with a French Count, in a dis- 
used Spanish mine inthe Orno district of the 
country. The Investment proved successful. 
Mr. Penny subsequently bought out the French 
OCount’s interest, and from this mine he has 
obtained an income estimated at £1,000 a 
week. He married a half-caste Creole. He 
has no family, but he adopted the son of one 
of his former managers.

FIGHTING A NUISANCE, 


Hard Lines for Tobacce Chewers in Phila- 
delphia Street Cars. 


The Philade!phia Traction Company wil! 
try tostop all spitting on the floors of its 
street cars, and it ise more than likely that the 
other railway companies of the city will join 
In this endeavor. In nearly all of the cars on 
the traction’s lines are tacked placards, con- 
taining the fullowing injunction: 

‘*Spitting on the floor of this car is positive- 
ly prohibited. 


A short time ago the Press 
ofthe result of some experiments made by 
Dr. Samuel T. Dixon of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which revealed in a startling 
manner dangers attending the disgusting 
practice of spitting In the street cars. To- 
day Dr. Dixon gives in an interview a very 
pertinent ex ition of the peril to which 
weakly constitutions are subjected when they 
sit in a car whose floors are tainted in this 
way. 

Dr. Dixon’s experiments stirred up the trac- 
tion people to action. A week ago James T. 
Gorman, general superintendent of the com- 
pany. was told by people who had read Dr. 

ixon’s opinions all about the alarming pro- 
portions thatthe practice of epitting in the 
etreet cars was assuming. Mr. Gorman went 
to looking at the floors of the cars on his lines 
and found that many floors were covered with 
the saliva of tobacco chewers, On Wednesday 
all the division superintendents were in- 
structed to place in the carsthe placards 
which have appeared. On the Lancaster 
avenue line it was found that notices to this 
effect had been tacked on each side ot the 
cars. The cars on the Market street, Seventh 
and Ninth streets andthe other lines of the 
company conta lned like notices. 

Supt. Gorman sald yesterday: 

„I received complaints several days ago 
concerning spitting in our cars. These com- 

lainte were augmented by a general clamor 
rom the car cleaners, asserting that the floors 
were being covered with expectoration of to- 
bacco chewers.

Lottery Tactics. 


The New Delta denounces the conduct of the 
lottery ring, which has secured control of the 
New Orleans Twelfth Ward Democratic ma- 
chipery, as ‘‘both outrageous and revolu- 
tlonary.

cians, Who are lottery men first and Democrats 
afterwards, packed beforehand, is called to 
order atthe stroke of the clock, the officers 
elected, the nomination made, the speeches 
delivered, the meeting adjouroed, all the mul- 
tifarious things usually done in mass-meetings 
fnisbed and completed inside of five minutes.

Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, who, as a bacteriolo- 
gist, has given mach time to the hidden dau- 
gers to public beaith underlying the spitting 
practice, was found yesterday at his pretty 
summer home on the Danks of the Schuyl- 
kill, near Paschaliville. He- complimented 
the Press apes its expressions ageinst the 
pernicious habit of spitting in the street 
cars, on the sidewalks and in other public 
places. Said Dr. Dixon: ‘*This ques- 
tion is of interest to all decent people, 
and I am very much pleased to see the 
Press taking hold of it. Fora long time it had 
been a matter of much curiosity, from a 
scientific standpoint at first, as to whether 
diseases could be contracted from the expec- 
torations of comsumptive persons. To satisly 
myself Llhad constructed a device which has 
enabled me to discover the great danger to 
which persons, predisposed op account of 
poor heaith, are subjected from the inhalation 
of disease germs arising from the spittle of 
consumptives. I call the device the ‘germ 
collector,’ in an article which will soon be 
published in one of the medical journals. 

„»The ‘germ collector’ is a rubber suction 
pipe attached toa cylinder. At the base of 
the cylinder is a mouth which allows air to be 
admitted to it. In different parts of the cylin- 
der are glasses smeared with glycerine. Two 
chambers open into the base, so that air can 
be taken up them and distributed by a careful 
manipulation of the instrument upon the 
giasses. By compressing the rubber tube and 
allowing it to expand one is able to get pos- 
session of some of the desired atmosphere in 
the cylinder. 

‘‘Aocordingly, when in streetcars, I em- 

ployed this device to capture the dusty at- 
mosphere in the cylinder. Therethe particles 
in the alr were caught dy the glycerine- 
smeared color glasses. Then I was abie to 
see whether the dust on the glasses contained 
germs of disease resulting trom expectora- 
tions on the floors of the cars of sickly per- 
sons. 
„I have taken tubercula bacilli and separ- 
rated them with bellow into the general at- 
mosphere of «a chamber where rabbits were 
confined. In this way Ihave inoculated the 
antmals and caused death. Some time since 1 
gota consumptive to wash ber teeth witha 
tooth brush. I rubbed the brush against a 
color pe and found there tubercular bacilli. 
Now if that brush had rubbed against a tooth 
brush used by a healthful person the latter 
would certainly have been inoculated. 

„Now, thie spitting in street cars. If the 
aputum be dried, as it does become on the 
floor, and inhaled by emalier animals, those 
animals, We have proved, will contract tu- 
pereulosia. Aud as the bacilli we find in the 
lunge Of the animals which have contracted 
consumption from the inhalation of tubereu- 
lar bactilite be one and the same disease, 60 
we bave aright to assume that the Inhalation 
of the bacilli of the human family will pro- 
duese tuberculosis in man. 

A few days ago 1 got into a Lancaster aver 
nue car, The conductor told me that «a 
cadaverous-iooking man had spit upon the 
flooreariy in the day., Then I used my germ 
echeetar,’' In my laboratory I found on two 
of the Color glasses tubereular bacilli. I have 
made other experiments and have discovered 
that the same dreadtul atate of things ists 
in other etreet cara.
